Item 1 : Examiner explained, "As admitted in Applicants' Amendment (page 10, first sentence, paper # 8), Applicants 
have acknowledged that the objections to the drawings will be held in abeyance". 

Item 2: Examiner explained that f(dot)s1 and s1 should have the same domain. In the specification, equation of 
f(dot)s1 using the range of s1 as its domain would be contradictory. Applicants argued their description in the 
specification was consistent. No agreement has been reached. 

Item 3: Applicants requested that the Examiner withdraw the final action because the Examiner has introduced new 
references. Examiner answered, "As admitted in Applicants 1 Amendment (page 10, last paragraph, paper # 8), 
Applicants have amended claim 1 to delete the word "arbitrary" in order to overcome the 1 12 rejections. Applicants 
have also added 24 new claims. Applicants 1 significant amendment necessitated the new ground of rejection".
